“6. Cultural Opportunities: Are 
your citizens’ lives strengthened by 
ample opportunity to enjoy music, 
art, and dramatics? Does your com­ 
munity have a professionally ad­ 
ministered library service which 
benefits people of all ages?

The number of Texas farms 
receiving electric service at the 
present time is 335,506. accord­ 
in g to information released this 
week by the Texas Power Re­ 
serve Electric Cooperative, state 
association of electric co-ops. 
Of this number, sixty-seven 
percent are 
served 
by 
rural 
electric co-ops. A total of 22 3,- 
34 8 rural homee and farms get 
their electricity from the sev­ 
enty-seven electric 
co-ops 
in 
Texas. 
Thirty percent, 
or 
101,130, 
are served by the utility com­ 
panies. aud the other three per­ 
cent are served by public agen­ 
cies, 
such 
as 
municipalities. 
These figures place farm elec­ 
trification at its 
highest peak 
in the histry of the state 
In 1935, 
when 
the 
rural 
electrification 
program 
w a s 
started through Presidential or­ 
der and later by an act of Con­ 
gress, Only 1 1,466 farms In Tex­ 
as had electricity.
